__ SPRING TIME FOR™ 7 
STARTING FRUIT PLANTS 


Spring is the time to. get new! 
fruit plantings into the ‘ground 
and here are some tips. from a 
Michigan State College horticul- 
turist on how to do it. ” 

Clarence A. Langer, fruit spec- 
ialist at M. S. C., says al} fruit 
plants should be put in the ground 
as early as possible in the spring. 
This gives them a chance to get a 
head start for the following, year: 

“Small fruits — raspberriys, 
strawberries. and grapes—should | 
be -planted in ground that has 
been under cultivation at least a 
year. Row crops,-corn or potatoes, 
are preferred to precede: small 
fruits.
